1. Church attendance, with fair regularity, since October, 
1910. From 1910 to 1914 I went to all of the religious services 
at Middlesex School, Concord, Mass., this school being * non- 
sectarian ", but practically Unitarian. During the Summers of 
1921 and 1922 I attended churches of several denominations in 
Chicago, Il11., and in Madison, Wis., including Unitarian, Bap- 
tist, Lutheran, Christian Science, Roman Catholic, Friends ( ie., 
" Quaker * }, and Colored Baptist churches. During the Spring 
of 1922 I preached in the Unitarian churches of Kenosha, Wis., 
Kalamazoo, Mich., and Chicago ( Third Church }). During my year 
and a quarter residence in Meadville I have attended on occasion 
the Unitarian, Methodist, Episcopal, Congregational, and the two 
Roman Catholic churches. Also I have attended most of the rel- 
igious services at the Meadville Theological School. 


2. Conversation with ministers, laymen, and theological 
students on the subject of the conduct of worship. During the 
three months of my service as an assistant secretary at the head- 
guarters of the Unitarian Campaign in 1920 I came in contact with 
scores of ministers, and often used the opportunity for discuss+ 
ion about this phase of their work. I value especially the con- 
versations which I have had on this subject both at this time 
and later with Dr. E.S. Hodgin of New Bedford, Rev. A.W. Little- 
field of Middleboro, Rev. E.C. Smith of Meadville, Rev. W.H. 
Pulsford of Chicago, Rev. Julia Budlong of Kalamazoo, Rev. H.R. 
Orr of Evanston, Rev. W.R. Holloway of Bloomington, and Profess- 
or R.J. Hutcheon of Meadville. In places where I have preached 
I have always discussed this subject with at least one layman, 
and in fact it has always served for others as a subject of con- 
versation with me. Since I have been a student at Meadville I 
have taken part in discussions , many of them indeed, with fell- 
ow students, both singly and in groups,concerning both the theor- 
etical and the practical sides of this important phase of church 
work. 


3. Academic courses which have dealt with the subject. 
Notable among these have been Professor Southworth's courses in 
Homiletics in this School, Professor BoWen's course on * Hymn- ; 
ology ", all of Professor Soares'’s courses in Chicago on Rel- 
igious Education ( especially “ The Religious Education of the 
Adult * ), and Professor Frank Ward‘s excellently practical in- 


struction in his Spring course in Chicago, " The Organisation 
and Administration of the Church School *. 


4. The results of a questionnaire which I sent in Sept., 
1922 to 60 Unitarian ministers. I received definite information, 
advice, and inspiration from 34 of these gentlemen, and their 
material, organized and tabulated, forms the bulk, and consti- 
tutes the chief value of this thesis. The numbers of years of 
service in the spinistry by these men varies from 6 to 61. Al- 
though the foltowing has no absolute significance, it has some 
sort of significance ( in helping to compensate for my own lack 
of experience ) :- the total number of years in the ministry 
of these 34 men ( years of service in different fields during 
the past 61 calendar years ) amounts to 783 potential years of 
individual experience; 783 divided by the number of my corres- 
pondents ( 34 ) gives as a result 23 years, which, with obvious, 
reasonable qualifications, fepresents the average: number of years 
of service of my correspondents. The reader will take this little 
bit of analysis merely for what it is worth. For me it means -- °’ 
that I have been fortunate,in receiving in some degree and in 
regard to a limited number of subjects, and in more or less de- 
tail from each of my correspondents, a few of the important con- 
Clusions which they have won for themselves. On the basis of 
this, and of my own observation and experience I have ventured 
to draw a few conclusions, and have prefixed them to the several 
sections of this thesis. Yet, as I have intimated throughout 
the discussion, the important, significant parts of the thesis 
are the source materials, vital, earnest, up-to-date conclusions, 
contributions, and convictions of men who have earned the right 
to an expression of opinion. 


5. Books. In the broadest sense everything which I have 
read has contributed toward this thesis. Text books during my 
school and college years, books read for theological courses, 
denominational pamphlets, general literature ( novels, drama, 
poetry, history, . 2 :or..7, biography, lectures, oratioans, and 
so forth ) have had a decided influence of course. Books and 
special selections recommended by sy present correspondents have 
helped. In addition to these I have before me more than 50 books 
of special significance, some of them my own, some of them borr+ 
owed from fellow students, most of them borrowed from the Lib- 
rary of the School. These are the books listed below as ny 
Bibliography. I am making brief comments upon most of then.

THE SERVICE OF WORSHIP 
GENERAL DISCUSSION 


The purpose of this thesis is at least two-fold : 
first, I have included under each of the various elements of the 
order of service significant quotations from the replies written 
to me by Unitarian ministers in response to my questionnaire; 
secondarily, I have prefixed to each of these sections of the thes— 
is, a short discussion of my own. I consider that the most in- 
portant part of the thesis, therefore, is the body of opinion, 
information, and advice donated by the 84 ministers who replied 
to my questionnaire by sending real contributions. My discuss- 
ions I do not regard as particularly important, yet they are 
necessary in order to give to this work the imprint of my in- 
pressions, however immature. For lack of any more fair systen, 
the quotations appear in each case in the order in which I receiv- 
the replies to my appeals. I have been careful to pronounce no 
judgments upon these contributions, either favorable or other- 
wise. Some very valuable material is included, much that is 
fresh, new, and progressive. In general, my attitude is one of 
gratitude to all of my correspondents who have favored me with 
some of the results of their years of experience in the minis+ 
try. 

My ideal of a service is that it should have unity. 
Each part is significant. As to the number of parts, that de- 
pends on the preferences of ministers and congregations. I have 
chosen for this thesis the most simple form recommended and out- 
lined by the present A.U.A. committee on the conduct of worship. 

Included in this thesis are several parts and a few 
sections for which the material was not contributed entirely by 
my correspondents. The reader may take these for whatever they 
are worth to him. For example, I have prefixed no discussion 
to the sections on Calendar Texts and Mottoes, The Purpose of 
the Church, and The Church School, because, strictly speaking, 
they need not necessarily be included in a thesis on The Conduct 
of Worship for a Unitarian Church; yet the material came to hand 
mostly as a result of my questionnaire, and it is so interest+ 
ing that I chose to include it. 

| Essentially, and as far as value is concerned, this 
is a collection of source materials. 


THE SERVICE OF WORSHIP 


General Discussion

The sinister enters the pulpit after the organ prelude be- 
gins; and the entire service is conducted from the pulpit except 
that, after he has announced the last hymn, he descends to the 
lectern, pronouncing the benediction from there, walking to the 
door while the choir sings * Amen *, and greeting the people as 
they go out. The gown is customarily worn but he is at liberty 
to follow his own preference. 

It is not customary to read the hymns except the last when 
its words actually close the sermon. If the first hymn has only

three stanzas the congregation sings * Amen * at the close of the 
pinister’s third sentence; if it has more than four stanzas the 
first four only are sung. The minister chooses either a Service 
or a Responsive Psalm as he prefers; but both are not used at the 
same service. If he intends to use more than one psalm from a 
selection he announces it, otherwise the Gloria is sung at the 
close of the first. (N.B. Slight changes indicated in pulpit 
Service-book in connection with the use of the services. ) The 
usual way of announcing is, ° Page +-- of the Service-book, the 
Service for the +-- Sunday of the month on Page --- "; or ” Page 
--- of the Psalter, the --- Psalm ( or Psalms ) on Page -+- ". 

The Leasons and the Prayer are short. The First Lesson is 
usually from the Old Testament, but may be from the New Testament 
or other writings. The Second Lesson is almost invariably from the 
New Testament. It is customary to announce the beginning and the 
Close of the Lessons. 

On Communion Sundays ( the first Sunday of the month ) and 
occasionally at other times the choir selection, after the Gloria, 
is omitted. 

The Communion Service, altho many of the congregation do not 
remain, is a part of the morning service on the first Sunday of ~ 
every month; and g}] are invited to share in it. The service is 
the one to be found in the Service-bdook, slight changes being 
indicated in the pulpit books. 

Service, except on Communion Sundays, closes at 12 M. 

CHILDREN’S CHURCH : usually on the first Sundays of November, 
December, January, February, March, April and May the members of 
the Sunday-School attend the first part of the church service. 
The following changes are then made. The choir piece after the 
Gloria is omitted and instead there is a three to five minute 
sernon for the children, closing with a hymn, during the last stan- 
za of which those children who wish go out. The service then 
proceeds with the First Lesson and so on throughout the Commun- 
ion. The hymwn after the prayer however is omitted. 

When a member of the cnurch or parish dies it is customary 

on the following Sunday to say in the prayer : * During the week 
that is just past a loyal mesber of this ancient church ( or par- 
ish ) has entered into life eternal.

THE ORGAN PRELUDE 


The organ prelude is as much a part of the service of 
worship as are the offering or the notices, yet it is probably 
the factor least respected by congregations. People pay more 
attention to the notices than they do to the opening strains 
of music which may have the power to help the prospective wor- 
shipper to come into a contemplative, or devotional, frame of 
mind. This is in spite of the fact that the members of the con- 
gregation usually have the opportunity of reading the notices 
in the church calendar, which they can inspect at any time dur- 
ing leisure moments; whereas the organ prelude occurs only once. 

To overcome this indifference on the part of congre- 
gations some ministers print a few words in the church calendar 
calling attention to the fact that the organ prelude is a real 
part of the service and that many of the worshippers present 
would appreciate silence during its rendition. .This is a good 
plan, and can be supplemented by a lecture, let us say every 
year, by the minister concerning the meaning and value of the 
different parts of the service. 

The selection of proper music is important. As a rule, 
the opening music should be of a quiet, mystical, character. 
Tunes in a minor key achieve this affect most fortunately. For 
example, our Hebrew tune, * Yigdal ", which is used for Hymn 17 
in the Unitarian Hymn and Tune Book, would be excellent, if an- 
plified with variations. The tune, " Veni Emmanuel “*, used for 
Hymn 200, also gives this sense of infinity so much desired for 
stimulating the worshipful mood. 

I have never heard the following used in a Unitarian 
church, but I think that it might be effective to have the quart- 
et or choir follow the organ prelude by singing very softly at 
first and then swelling into a crescendo some opening words and 
music which could serve as a musical call to worship. for ex- 
ample, the singers might merge their song gradually into a Dox- 
ology, the audience being trained to rise to their feet upon 
hearing the first notes of the well known tune, * Old Hundredth °. 
The congregation could remain silent while the chéir sings the 
first stanza, then join in repeating the first stanza and in 
concluding with the second stanza. Thus the organ prelude could 
be merged into vocal music, with the eventual participation of the 
whole body of worshippers.

THE CALL TO WORSHIP 


The customary call to worship consists of a few sent- 
ences read by the minister from the Hebrew and Christian script- 
ures, which is effective and fitting. I have suggested another 
form in my discussion of the organ prelude, and I think that it 
is highly desirable to include the Doxology with the use of what- 
ever words are most significant to the congregation. 

As alternate forms, or for variety, I suggest the use 
of the choral responses found in the Hymn and Tune Book : the 
last part of # 558, beginning with, " Minister : The Lord ,i8 in 
his holy temple *; or the whole of either # 554° or # 554° : 

These are really prayers; but because of their inspirational, 
mystical and social character, they could be used for the call 
to worship. 

It is important that the minister, probably with the 
assistance of the choir, have a leading part in this element of 
the service. Hence he might simply use some such words as, " The 
Lord is in his holy temple; let all the earth be silent before 
him *, to be immediately followed by a Doxology sung by the en- 
tire assembly. I have the testimony of a lady prominent in one 
of our largest Middle Western churches that this usage has a 
most favorable, worshipful, unifying effect. 

There is no reason why, in a progressive church, the 
minister should not use as his call to worship some noble, sig- 
nificant words selected from religious literature other than 
the Hebrew or Christian Scriptures. In fact, this is done in 
some of our churches. I should imagine that this practice would 
aid in dispelling the illusion that the worship of a free church 
is simply the glorification of Judah's tribal god Jahweh brought 
up to date and Christianized. 

In any case, the call to worship should be of such a 
character ws to indicate what the nature of the service is to 
be. Ideally, it should be friendly, reverent, hospitable, and 
significant. Bs

THE INVOCATION 


In the traditional Unitarian service the invocation 
seems to consist of:two parts; first, a meditation spoken by 
the minister, obviously addressed to the congregation, calling 
upon all who take part in the service to achieve and maintain 
a grateful and worshipful point of view during the service, 
mentioning God as the source of light and blessedness, the uni- 
fying spirit of the service; second, a common prayer, read by 
both minister and congregation out of the Service Book, address~ 
ed to God, asking for a reverent attitude toward life both dur- 
ing the service and in all the walks of life. This should be 
a valuable part of the service. Unfortunately, typically, through 
the constant and habitual use of the same services Sunday after 
Sunday, some congregations cease to join with enthusiasm in these 
parts of the ritual, and through bodily attitude and tone of 
voice indicate boredom and lack of interest. Whenever and wherever 
this becomes the case, the minister and the proper committee 
should introduce variety into the service at this point. My 
statement may sound dogmatic; but I make it earnestly because I 
feel that sincere and unanimous participation on the part of the 
body of worshippers is more to be desired than the retaining 
of ancient details of worship no matter how excellent they may 
be. A service which ceases to be interesting ceases to have 
value for the worshipper. We should be at least as concerned 
about the present and the. future as we are about the past. 
This is by no means a plea for iconoclasm, but an appeal for 
refreshing variety when it is needed for the sake of vitality. 
Personally, I prefer the form of meditation through- 
out to the customary prayer form of address to an individual 
personal deity, especially when the latter implies an expecta- 
tion of reward for virtue. Thus the invocation should be de- 
cidedly congregational, if possible joined in by all present; 
and if so it will be social, integrating, and a valuable part 
of the service. I think that it might as well be different for 
each Sunday, composed by the minister, and printed in the week- 
ly calendar, so that the congregation may have an opportunity 
to read it before joining in it. vocally. In this way, variety 
can be combined with full fairness to the worshippers, who will 
have an opportunity. to read over the fresh parts of the service 
during the organ prelude. 


THE RESPONSIVE READING 


The reader may believe me when I confess that my dissat- 
isfaction with the orthodox forms of Unitarian responsive read- 
ings is not an individualistic, selfish expression of personal 
Opinion. I have come to believe, through personal experience, 
and through listening to the criticisms of ministers, laymen, 
and theological students, that this phase of the service keeps 
more people out of our churches than even the essay type of sern- 
on. Why is this ? There are as many reasons as there are people 
who object to the traditional readings. In order to guard ag- 
ainst sweeping statements, I shall merely give a few of my own 
reasons. 

For myself I do not object to responsive readings as 
sych. On the contrary, I believe that they should serve to bind 
together in spirit the several members of the congregation by 
reasomof the common act of reading the same words in unison. 
But I-am sorry to say that most of the responsive readings in the 
A.U.A. * Services for Congregational Worship * are of such a 
character that I am unable to give to them intellectual or eno- 
tional consent. Some of them are on the whole inoffensive to 
my religious consciousness, and parts of others are good for me; 
but in order to go through with them all requires " putting the 
tongue in the cheek “, which certainly is not to worship in spir- 
it and in truth. As for the use of the Hebrew Psalms, four or 
five of them I find excellent; but on the whole they are indi- 
vidualistic rather than social, and some are positively anti- 
social, cruel, selfish, violent, depressing, unworthy of a free 
man in his religious expression in group worship. Of course, 
the editors of the Service Book have succeeded fairly well in 
expurgating the Psalms for use by users of the book; but one who 
has read the Psalws in accurate translation is forced to remember 
the censored verses and to shudder when he recalls what the au- 
thor really did compose in these cases, ooncerning his tribal god. 

Naturally, a minister must consider others as well as 
himself; but one of the first things which a congregation should 
expect of its minister is personal integrity; and if his use of 
certain Psalms and A.U.A. readings is contrary to his better 
nature, he should be allowed to recommend changes.. 

What changes ? Let him use those Psalms which are | 
ethical, social, and inoffensive, and let him print in his weekly 
calendar religious responsive readings from world literature.

PSALMS 


This first table of numbers of Hebrew Psalms serves 
to indicate in some ‘measure ‘their relative and comparative popu- 
larity among my correspondents on the basis of a maximum of five 
choices by each minister who recommended certain psalms.

THE HYMNS 


By far the best collection of hymns which I have come 
across is the A.U.A. * Hymn and Tune Book ". For the most part 
in this book the hymns are good and the tunes are good. I be- 
lieve that a modern Unitarian church shoulé& be well supplied with 
copies of this book. The minister will find its " Table of 
Contents " very helpful as an aid in the selection of the hymns 
best adapted to each service which he-is to conduct. Probably 
the only section which he will find lacking in quality and quant- 
ity is Section 8, " The Reign of Righteousness ( Social Prog- 

ress ) *; for out of a total of 546 hymns in the book, only 27 

are mentioned under Section 8, and in the case of some of these 

27 the general title is a misnomer, in my opinion. Certainly, 

in this modern time, when so much of religion is recognized to 

be the ministry of the social gospel, the promoting of the broth- 
erhood of all men, more hymns dealing primarily with these ideals 
should be found in a Unitarian hymnal. But the fault is not that 
of the editors. We simply lack good social hymns. A minister 
should feel free to print in his calendar such hymns of this 
nature which he is able to find elsewhere, and to ask his con- 
gregation to sing them to the familiar tunes. 

When announcing hyans the minister should ask for the 
omission of stanzas which are not in accord with the spirit of the 
service as a whole. However, he should not be too dogmatic and 
severe in this, nor expect each hymn to bear out perfectly the 
theological views which he happens to hold; for some particular 
stanza which he might prefer to omit may be especially dear to 
some members of the congregation. He should allow to remain, 
even if he cannot provide, within reason, wells of different 
waters along the way for the sake of different sorts of pilgrims 
who are journeying along the retigious path toward the same 
ultimate oasis and who deserve refreshment according to their 
various needs. 

The first hymnsof the service may well be of a mysti- 
cal nature, in order to continue the spirit of the service al- 
ready begun. The second hymn should be rousing, inspiring, uni- 
fying, joyous; especially because the:congregation has just join+ 
ed in a common religious act, the offering... The final hymne 
should, ideally, bear out and illustrate at least some signifi- 
cant portion of the sermon. This last is not always possible. 
| The entire congregation should be urged to sing.

THE ANTHEM 


One of the most troublesome parts of the service is 
the anthem. This is unfortunate, since in it are great poten- 
tialities. When all of the conditions are right, some especially 
fine vocal: music by the choir or solo or duet may reach heights 
of beautiful emotional expression not: capable of achievement 
through responses, sermon or congregational hymns. . Yet one does 
not wish that the anthem should be the principal part of the ser- 
vice. Sometimes this is the case. In Madison, Wisconsin, last 

e Lutheran M sorisl 
Summer, for example, the solo singer ,was. much more widely adver- 
tised: than the preacher, the spirit of worship prevailing in the 
church, or any other phase of its life. In New Bedford, Mass., 
the Unitarians spend more than $ 4,000 a year on music alone; 
so they have. an excellent choir and anthems sung with rare pro- 
fessional skill, but in this case ( although one would certain- 
ly be. sorry to miss the attractive singing ) it is probably too 
much of a good thing. Two reasons will serve to illustrate why 
the singers are not members of the church, are professionals 
brought each Sunday from near Boston, and sing so well that the 
congregation prefers not to join even in the singing of the hymns; 
and second, in contrast with the $ 4,000 spent for music, only. 
$ 200 are spent yearly on the Sunday School. The question is, 
which is more important, the aesthetic culture of the adults on 
Sundays, or the religious foundation and future of the coming 
- generations ? I mention the New Bedford church simply as an ex- 
ample, one among many which err in the direction of music overplus.- 
The responsibility, by the way, by no means lies with the minister 
in this case. The power of music committees sometimes needs 
trimming. 

But the trouble is generally of the opposite sort. In 
many churches an unfortunate combination of drab tunes, ortho-« 
dox anthem words, untrained singers, harsh voices, and listless- 
ness on the part of singers and congregation go to make of the 
anthem a farce. The remedy is a committee fitted for the task, 
cooperation from the minister, a reasonable financial allowance, 
and much hard work. Usually it is advisable to revise the word- 
ing of the anthems for educational reasons.

THE SCRIPTURE RBADINGS 


READINGS 


Here the widest latitude may be allowed. Whereas many 
of the other observances of worship are necessarily so ritual- 
istic that the minister finds it advisable to follow rather close- 
ly the usual forms and methods, he should feel free to choose his 
readings from literature as a whole. This means that he need 
not be restricted to the Hebrew and Christian Scriptures. Neith- 
er need he broaden his field merely by including recognized, 
official, religious readings. In the writings of every race he 
will find passages which, while not necessarily classed as rel- 
igious in the ecclesiastical sense, yet are worthy, ennobdling, 
instructive, and inspiring. This will include all bibles, sagas, 
epics, lyrics, sonnets, and other poems, drama, novels, histor- 
ies, biography, autobiography, sermons, lectures, orations, and 
other forme of expression. 

The reading should be in harmony with the sermon and 
serve to introduce it. It should be instructive and illustrat- 
ive. If it is long in the complete form, and includes unimport- 
ant material, this last should be cut out of it, so that the 
finished product is compact, smooth+flowing, and thoroughly in- 
teresting. 

It is not necessary that the reading should be all 
from one author or selected from one passage of the original. 
Sometimes the congregation is interested to hear through the 
reading the testimony of several writers whose expressions may 
be held to be somewhat authoritative. “Yet the central idea of 
the reading is not that it constitutes absolute proof of the 
main clause or the conclusion of the sermon. It should make its 
appeal fundamentally to the reason. Too many readings in de- 
vitalized churches seem to combine with other elements in the 
service to lull the church-goer to sleep; his interest is not 
aroused, his reason is not courted, and he simply smiles ( if 
he is good-natured ) at the minister's device of reading an ex- 
tended proof-text from a Bible which is to be regarded in whole 
or in part ( for no good reason ) as the final word on any quest- 
ion whatsoever. | | 

The thing can be overdone, but I am not thoroughly 
opposed to a dramatic reading. I have heard the Rev. Preston 
Bradley accomplish this with notable success. One must know how.

MEDITATION 


People who are not Unitarians have been known to make 
the statement that there are no prayers in Unitarian churches. 
Such judgments lack a basis of actual information, since it is 
true that in nearly all Unitarian churches not only the minister 
offers prayer but also the minister and congregation join in 
common prayer. This is the typical situation. 

But there is a modern tendency away from public prayer 
in Unitarian churches, a modest tendency, but growing. Some of 
our most progressive ministers object to offering in public an 
appeal or petition to a personal deity, to asking for rewards 
for moral conduct or ethical attitude or because of professed 
devotion to the deity. These ministers are seeking to get away 
‘from conventional, orthodox, anthropomorphic phraseology, away 
to a more rational, sincere, humanistic expression. Many of 
them are willing to indulge in vocal, public meditation concern- 
ing the deepest needs and aspirations of the congregations which 
they are serving. The meditation is addressed not to an ultra- 
mundane deity, not to a single individual god, not necessarily 
to vague and confusing symbols, but to Man, to men and women, 
to human nature itself. 

With this tendency I am decidedly sympathetic. This 
discussion is not intended to be dogmatic or to be a guide for 
all Unitarian ministers, naturally not; but I am trying to bring 
to light through it what I consider to be the most hopeful, hon- 

orable, and forward-looking tendencies in our modern Unitarian 
“church practices. Certainly the substitution of the meditation 
form in place of the petition to a deity is one of the forward 
steps in religion. It is frank, and out in the open. 

The meditation cannot be standardized. It comes from 
the heart, deals with facts as they are, regards the problems 
of the present as capable of solution by reason of the better 
nature of man and because of hie ™ powers of unending growth ", 
and inspires the members of the congregation to consecrate then- 
selves to the worth-while values of life - to truth, beauty, 
goodness, courage and unselfish service. It is idealistic, pur- 
poseful, definite, and helpful. It has come to stay.

use. Sometimes the minister has a short special appeal which 
he wants to make, but which does not belong in his sermon; some- 
times a church officer or committee wants to get an announcement 
clearly and definitely before the congregation; in such cases 
the church bulletin is just the thing. Occasionally the minister 
wants to give an introduction to his sermon for the following 
Sunday; he can do it in the bulletin. Reports, appeals, and 
information of all sorts which pertain to the church life find 
a place here. 

However, this does not mean that the minister should 
be so inconsiderate as to repeat the information by reading these 
notices from the pulpit. The members of the church can read. 
It should be sufficient in almost any case to call attention to 
any particular notices which deserve special attention. Or,. in 
the case of notices handed in late, the minister can read ther 
from the pulpit at the proper time, adding that these same not- 
ices will be found on the church bulletin board in the vestry. 
( for there should be a bulletin board ). 

Occasionally an urgent message requiring some exposi- 
tion needs to be brought to the attention of the people. It may 
require a few minutes to deliver. Sometimes a member of the con- 
gregation other than the minister can best deliver it, and if so, 
he way be invited to do so from the platform. Especially if 
these messages are not printed in the calendar, a few minutes 
at the time for notices can be devoted to them; although it is 


desirable to preserve insofar as possible the essential unity of 
the service. 
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THE COLLECTION 


A better name for this rite is the offering, because 
essentially it is the congregation which is performing the act. 
The members are offering money, the medium of exchange, towards 


the support of the church and all of its enterprises. The church, 


through its ushers, simply collects the offerings of the people . 
at the time of the service. What the officers of the church do 
with the money after it has been offered and collected is another 
matter, concerned with the administration of the church plant 

and personnel, not with the service of worship. The significant 
act is what the people do, not what the ushers do. The offering 
as a noun has a positive significance, the collection has a neg- 
ative or passive significance, unless one is thinking in terms 

of extortion or of money gained for value received. Such a spir- 
it may possibly animate the rulers of the Roman Catholic Church, 
but probably in no case animates the officers of a free church. 

It is true that in some of our churches nearly all 
receipts come in little envelopes, as regular dues, and are coll- 
ected about once a month. Then it is a collection, but practi- 
cally divorced from the true spirit of church support and con+ 
tribution for missionary enterprise. The true offering is that 
of the worshipper when he contributes spontaneously and with a 
warm heart, not counting the cost. ” The Lord loveth a cheer- 
ful giver *. If he has pledged to make a definite contribution 
at stated intervals, he will do that, and can most easily send 
his check to the church treasurer. The symbolic rite of the 
offering as a part of the church 3ervice is something over and 
above the usual, normal, expected thing. 

Strange as it may seem, is it not true that many min+ 
isters announce * the collection " in a furtive, fearful, apol- 
ogetic tone of voice ? They seem ashamed of themselves. Appar- 
ently they feel as though it is a sort of refined highway robbery 
and that the performance would be safer if a couple of men should 
stand with revolvers pointed at the congregation while the ushers 
are passing up and down the aisles. 

If there is to be an offering, it should be a little 
ceremony in itself, almost sacramental. The minister should 
announce it cheerfully, explaining briefly the particular needs 
of the church for carrying on its work, and should say something 
in appreciation and consecration after the offering has been 
presented. This rite need occur only about once a month. 
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THE SERMON 


The sermon, lecture, or address, is certainly not the 
least important part of the program. The service should have 
unity; and in order to achieve this quality week after week, and 
yet have variety and interest, the sermon, being different each 
week, will be the unifying, integrating element. This statement 
may seem to be a paradox, but not necessarily so. True, the 
other parts of the service remain in the usual order from Sun- 
day to Sunday, but they are of such a nature that each one of 
them can always retain its individuality and yet be so flexible 
that it can be changed weekly in order to conform to the central 
message of the sermon. This applies especially to the call to 
worship, the invocation, the responsive readings, the hymns, the 
anthem ( if at all possible ), the scripture or other reading, 
and the meditation. ( If desired, the call to worship need not 
be so flexible ). In this way the minister attains unity. 

After all, what people go to liberal, independent, 
free, churches today for is a vital message which will set them 
to independent thinking. The sermon, better than any other part 
of the service, furnishes this message. I am not speaking now 
of the conventional, traditional church, where the past is glor- 
ified above the present and the future, and where religion is 
held to be an escape from life, but of progressive, dynamio, 
necessary churches which go out to meet life and interpret it 
in modern human terms. At such a church one, if he thinks, does 
not tell the minister that he has * enjoyed his remarks “; he 
may rather thank the minister for helping to open his eyes to 
a fresh point of view, for relieving him of some ancient grudges 
or prejudices, for making life clearly more significant, yes even 
for counsel and practical information. 

Far be it from me to glorify * sermonalatry " or to 
encourage * sermon tasters “ and " church tramps *; but a minist- 
er should soon realize that if he has not a gift for public speak- 
ing, enough to interest and stimulate those who are willing or 
glad to come to hear him, he ought to be in some other profess- 
ion; for example, in some sort of social service where the serv+ 
ice is all deeds and few words. fFot such people I feel a great 
deal of sympathy, especially as I may be one of them myself; but 
the man in the pulpit is wasting people's valuable time if he 
is not saying something vital to them every week. in an inter- 
esting, stirring, helpful way. . 
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THE SERMON

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THE. SILENT PRAYER 


The silent prayer, or silent meditation, engaged in 
simultaneously at a moment announced by the minister, should be 
of great value to the congregation especially. For one thing, 
it gives the people an opportunity to think over quietly the 
significance of what the preacher has been saying in his sermon, 
and a refreshing breathing spell before the more complete relax- 
ation of the final hymn. More especially, it grants a few moments 
for the benefit of those worshippers who require an opportunity 
for actual prayer, personal petition, if they please, to their 
heavenly father, conceived of as real or merely symbolical, for 
silent worship of any sort which they may choose for their own 
benefit. This is only fair, and liberal, to be sure. 


THE BENEDICTION 


The form of the benediction will depend upon the min- 
ister and the congregation. Some congregations would appreciate 
Only some one of the conventional forms.. Most of these forms 
are brief, well phrased, and worthy of gemorizing. Yet I bel- 
ieve that a minister might as well preserve the intrinsic unity 


of his service, as determined by the sermon, and utter a benedict- . 


ion which has particular meaning for the occasion. If he allows 
himself this latitude, perhaps occasionally, in some inspired | 
moments he will speak such significant and burning words that 


the people will go forth invigorated and will remember these 
last words especially clearly.

THE CHURCH SCHOOL

This Service is based upon a number of modern forms which have 
been used in some of ovr churches, but the material has been carefully 
sifted and rearranged. Most of it comes from very ancient sources, either 
the New Testament or documents of the early church, The long prayer is 
Hedge's adaptation of a eucharistic prayer in the “Liturgy of St. James," 
(4th century). The short prayers following the breaking of the bread 
and the pouring of the wine are taken from the “Teaching of the Twelve 
Apostles", dating from about 120 A. D. The service is complete as it 
stands, but it may be amplified by the inclusion of a second hymn, an ad- 


ditional scripture reading, an address, or prayers in the minister's own 
words. 


It should be remembered that the effectiveness of the service 
depends largely upon its simplicity, and upon the dignity with which it 
is conducted. It is, therefore, suggested that choir music, other than 
suitable hymns at the places indicated, should, if introduced at all, be 
selected with great care and restraint, and never rendered during the 
distribution of the elements.

This service is based upon a number of earlier christening services 
used in our Fellowship. Three alternative formulas for baptism are provided. 
The first of these is the traditional formula in use in the Christian church 
since the beginning of the second century. It is taken from Matt. XXVIII, 19, 
where it appears as part of the post-resurrection charge of Jesus to his dis- 
ciples, but there is good reason to doubt its historicity as a saying of Jesus. 
Some scholars believe it to be an interpolation, and there is no evidence that 
it came into use before the end of the first or the beginning of the second 
century. Many of our ministers are unwilling to use this traditional formula 
because of the theological and sacramental interpretations commonly placed 
upon it. For them two other forms are provided. The ancient formula has also 
been included, however, for the following reasons: (1) It certainly did not 
originally convey the doctrinal ideas to which we now object. They developed 
during the second and third centuries of the church. (2) Certainly a majority 
of Unitarian ministers down to the last generation, and some of the present 
time, understanding the original significance of the formula and denying the 
validity of the later interpretations, have strongly insisted upon their right 
to use it without being thereby supposed to commit themselves to the superiao- 
posed theological dogmas and sacramental theories. The fact that what we 
believe to be erroneous interpretations have been attached to a formula almost 
universally used is no adequate reason for our abandoning it, provided that we 
can consistently use it in its original significance. (3) Liberty in worship 
means liberty to retain an ancient form as well as liberty to reject it. There 
are those for whom this traditional formula has precious associations, or to 
whom its retention seems important as a link uniting us with the historic past. 
While others may wish to use the alternative forms offered, or yet another 
wording, we should respect the liberty of those who prefer the ancient formula.

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Proposed forms of Marriage Service. 


Note. 


Two forms of marriage service are provided. The first is tradi- 
tional in arrangement and languageand will be preferred by those who 
desire a service rich in associations with the past. Modifications of the 
language used in the Book of Common Prayer have been made only where they 
seemed to be dictated by regard for modern sentiment. An addition to the 
traditional phraseology, found in the reference to the ring, is taken from 
a service used by one of the large religious communions. This form of 


service is especially appropriate for use in surroundings which are sug- 
gestive of continuity with the past. 


The second form of service is one which at various points 
emphasizes distinctively modern views regarding the meaning of the insti- 
tution of marriage. It is especially suitable for use in cases where it 
is not convenient or desired to hold the service in a church, being less 
formal in character, It is based upon but represents a careful revision 
of phraseology which has been favorably received in actual use.

Ordination and Installation 


Note. 


From the time of the first apostles it has been the custom of the 
Christian Church to ordain candidates for the office of the Ministry with 
prayer and the laying on of hands, the details and the interpretation of the 
ordination service having varied greatly in the several branches of the 
church. Each communion has, however, an accepted method which seeks to in- 
sure the regularity and validity of its own ministry, thereby giving its 
ministers recognized standing within the denomination, and in the eyes of 
the law, which, in most states, requires a minister to be duly ordained 
before permitting him to perform a marriage ceremony. 


The usage of churches of the Congregationa! Order formerly required 
the co-operation of an ordaining council with a church which had called to 
its pulpit a man who was not already ordained. (The usage regarding an Or- 
dination Council is outlined in the Handbook for Unitarian Congregational 
Churches, published by the American Unitarian Association). Among our own 
churches, however, the practice of calling such a council has largely fallen 
into disuse, having been in effect superseded by the recommendation of the 
Fellowship Committee, which now performs the chief function of the council 
in making inquiry into the character and qualifications of the candidate, 


and in giving him the recommendation of th3 churches associated together by 
@ common bond. . 


In the following service provision is made either for an ordaining 
council, if the more ancient form is desired, or for a statement from the 
Fellowship Committee regarding the candidate. We dssire most earnestly to 
point out the impropriety and the unwisdom of ordaining or installing any per- 
son who has not been approved by one or the other msthods established for 
examining candidates. 


If it is desired to hold an ordaining council the church intending 
to ordain the candidate should invite the churchss with which it is in closest 
unity to be repressnted by minister and delegate at council held at a stated 
time and Place to examins the candidate. If satified with the examination the 
council should vote to proceed with the ordination, «nd should appoint a re- 
presentative to extend the right hand of fellowship. Inasmuch as the council 
may see fit to withhold its approval of a candidate it is well to hold the 
council at least a fortnizht before the time sst for the ordination service 
in order t» allow opportunity for a genuine investigation. The approval of 
the council having been obtained the service may follow as here indicated, the 
esseutial parts being the report of the moderator of the council, the ordain- 
ing prayer, the charges to the minister, the right hand of fellowship, and the 
charge to the people, There is a tendency to omit the sermon at ordination 
and installation services, but these occasions offer a precious opportunity 
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for setting forth the office of the ministry, if the preacher presents the 
subject with freshness and vigor and within a reasonable limit of time. 


When there is nod ordaining council the report of the Fellowship 
Committee as to the candidate should be read in place of the moderator's 
report. ~ 


The entire service need not occupy more than an hour and a half 
if the speakers assigned to the several parts of the service are judicious 
in their use of time.

The Service of Installation, which is used when the minister- 
elect has previously been ordained, is similar except that there is no 
council, and hence no report by a moderator, and the ordaining prayer 
takes the form of an installing prayer; but in cases of ministers or- 
dained in some other communion, who have not previously held a Unitarian 
pastorate, the recommendation of the Fellowship Committee should be read 
at the place indicated. 


i The legal effect of the service is to give the candidate the 
status of settled minister of the church. Without it he remains only 
a supply temporarily occupying the pulpit.
